When the war is won. and the 
period of peak employment passes, 
there will undoubtedly be a con- 
certed drive by various groups to 
broaden social security programs 
and to increase both unemployment 
insurance benefits and old age al- 
lowances. 


The pressure for liberalization of 
social security programs, as a mat- 
ter of fact, has been constant since 
the programs were first initiated, 
but will, of course, be far greater 
when the “war boom” ends and the 
|country is seeking to adjust itself 
to normal conditions. 

Even if a serious post-war depres- 
sion is averted by wise planning 
and quick conversion of plants to 
the production of civilian commodi- 
ties, the demand for stepped-up un- 
employment benefits will be great, 
as the Nation has always had a 
considerable number of jobless, ex- 
cept during occasional boom per- 
iods. 


Recognizing this condition, and 
the need for giving the problem 
consideration now, rather than 
waiting for the headache to develop, 
the Committee on Post-War Eco- 
nomics of the State Chamber of 
Commerce, composed of some of 
the ablest business, industrial and 
farm leaders in California, has 
studied the question and made a 
series of recommendations which 
are worthy of the consideration of 
all thoughtful citizens. 

The committee .ecommends: 

That Congress and the Legisla- 
tures of the several states in act- 
ing upon social security or other 
public assistance plans be guided by 
these considerations: 

1. Increased output of goods and 
services and the expansion of pro- 
ductive work in private enterprise 
are fundamental to the future se- 
curity or standard of living of all 
the peovle and to the solvency of 
their vovernment. 

2. Under existing and probable 
future burdens of taxation, higher 
payroll or similar taxes upon busi- 
nes for the support of laree new 
social security programs will re- 
strict needed exnansion of produc- 
tion and jobs. The adverse general 
results of such a restriction on jobs 
ana navrolls are likely to be so 
mich oreater than any of the in- 
tended hen-fits to specific groups 
or individuals. as to justify opposi- 
tioi time to any large ex- 
tensinn of sccial security programs. 

“The American people.” savs the 
committee. in commenting on its 
findings. “cannot wisely or justly 
raise social security benefits to the 
point where it does not pay able- 
bodied individuals to live produc- 
tive lives. To attempt to place so- 
cial security benefits at too high a 
level is to strike at two of the main 
sources of America’s strength—the 
acceptance of responsibility by the 
individual for his own welfare, and 


the incentives which enable our 
people to promote progress and 
employment. 

“The best security for en  indi- 


vidual is that the 
velon within 


individual de- 
himself the analities 


;of the American snirit and his own 


abilities and skills +o perform the 
work for 
which he is most suited. 

“Another limit uvon the  exten- 
sion of collective aid to the unfor- 
tunate, which cannot be exceeded 
without iniurv to the productive en- 
terprise which sustains all such ac- 
tivity, is the size of the tax load.” 
There can be no doubt of the 
soundness of the committee’s con- 
clusions. 

While government aid can prop- 
erly be used to help unemployed or 
other unfortunates over a period of 
emergency, just as Red Cross aid 
is administered in case of disaster, 
there are maximum limits to which 
governmental guarantees against

Postwar Auto Will Look 


Same as Model of 1942 


DETROIT.—The postwar passen- 
ger automobile will inherit much 
from the war effort, but the motorist 
who expects fantastic changes from 
the 1942 model will have to wait 
many years after the war. 

The industry engineers already 
know what design improvements can 
be incorporated in the peacetime au- 
tomobiles without materially increas- 
ing their delivered price. They 
know, too, that extreme engineer- 
ing changes invariably encounter 
buyer resistance and the inclina- 
tion to ‘‘wait and see how it works 
out.’’ 

Unlikely to appear in the first dec- 
ade of the postwar era are produc- 
tion line jobs with transparent tops; 
there may be some custom-built 
units of that type. 

Also not in early postwar prospect 
are rear-engine, four-wheel drive and 
Diesel - engined passenger automo- 
biles. The engineers do not say such 
vehicles cannot be built; they main- 
tain that they are not needed for the 
average motorist’s driving and that 
they would be considerably more ex- 
pensive to build than the conven- 
tional type. 

Not a few of the merchandising ex- 
perts regard them as exactly the 
type of vehicles the average motorist 
would be reluctant to accept until 
their superiority, if any, over the 
present types had been proved by at 
least a year of tests.
